RESTRAINING ORDER 



Asked of Circuit Clerk in Cow 
Law Matter. 



The expected suit was filed yes- 
terday in Circuit Clerk's dffice look- 
ing to an injunction against the city 
in the enforcement of the cow law. 
Circuit Clerk Clark granted a tem- 
porary restraining order, to be 
heard before the Circuit Judge with- 
in ten days. The papers were served 
at 3 o'clock yesterday. 

The suit is merely for delay, as 
the constitutionality of the law is 
not attacked. It is claimed that 
some of the councilmen are ineligi- 
ble and that a majority of the peo- 
ple are against a stock law. The 
plaintiffs were required to give a 
bond sufficient to indenmify the city 
for all damages sustained by the 
non-inforcement of the law. The 
law becomes effective to-day.

Ihe grading for the Belt Line i 
roiid from the I. C. road near the 
Copke'smill road crossing to East 
Eighteenth street, where it crosses 
the L. & N. railroad, is about 75 per 
cent, completed. The line will be 6,200 
feetlong. Aritsjunctionwiththel.C. 
in the Trice meadow there was a very 
high fill, gradually decreasing to Vir- 
ginia street, about 100 yards outside 
the city limits, the crossing being 
made without change of th? street 
gwbde. The line for 300 yards east- 
ward from that point is veVy level 
and then a considerable cutis encoun- 
tered just opposite M. H. Nelson's 
house, where the road turns to the 
north and runs thence almost due 
north. 

The dirt from the cut was needed 
in a fill where the gi'ound slopes into 
almost a gulch and then rises to a 
grade crossing at Twenty-first street, 
probably 400 or 500 yards further. 

This low ground is an old gully 
field owned by the Cro^ett heirs and 
tHe right of way has not yet been 
.sfxiured. The agents want $1,00') for 
the right of way across it and pend- 
ing negotiations with non-resident 
heirs the work is tied up temporarily 
at this point. 

From Twenty-first street to Eigh- 
teenth street the line is on a level 
stretch through the Hopper field re- 
cently sold to the Forbes Manufac- 
turing Company. One little hill about 
the center had to be taken off an< 
this wa.s almo.st finished last weeli. 

The right of way is ready for the 
ties at both eTids and, excepting the 
heavy fiil in the Crockett field, the 
grading is practically finished. This 
work is being done by Upshur Wool- 
dridge and a dozen scrapers 
many teams are being used. 

The line will be L-shaped, sharply 
curved at the angle point. At the 
western end the I. G. has already 
begun laying ties and tracks. Prob- 
ably 200 yards of this work was done 
last week. It can be completed rap- 
idly after the grading is finished .

The City Council held a brief 
called session Friday afternoon and 
granted permission to W. L. Hopper 
and M. C. Forbes to close a proposed 
extension of E. Nineteenth street 
through Hopper field. This street 
provided for in the plat of the 
field in recent transfers, but the city 
had never accepted the street exten- 
sion, which would have required an 
overhead bridge over the L. & N., 
and the condemnation of valuable 
land to be carried to Walnut street, 
The council granted the change of 
plans, with the understanding that a 
avenue to be known as Hopper 
avenue will be oi)ened north and 
south from Eighteenth to Twentyfirst 
streets, along the western side of 
the Forbes plant. Mr. Forbes is 
preparing to erect a wagon factory, 
spoke factory and dressed lumber 
mill at an aggregate cost of $150,000. 
It will be the biggest of the enter- 
prises to be undertaken this year in 
the city. The I. C. bdit line will 
run through the middle of the fac- 
tory site and it will be directly on 
the main line of the L. A N. on the 
east. The L. & N. will, of course, 
provide all neceanxy switebes to 
handle business from its line.

Spring Cliicks for Christmas, 

The seasons are reversed in Aus- 
tralia, which makes the following 
item from the current issue of the 
Australian Hen, read strangely to 
our people, who are enjoying the 
early springtime: 

"Now's the time for a farmer in 
tending to start with pure bred poul- 
to consider what to do. Fir.st, 
fimi where you can secure a good 
ing strain of fowls and get breed- 
to quote prices. You will proba- 
bly have to pay 15s to £1 for a cock- 
erel and 15s for hens, 2nd season 
preferable. Get cockerel from one 
breeder and hens from another, and 
find what strain Ijiey are so as not to 
have them inbred. Make a breeding 
pen 1 chain square, 6ft. high. In it 
roosting housfe can be cheaply made 
of wattle and dab, and hang perchers 
from rafters with wire. Roof of 
thatch or broom bush. Provide grit 
and dust bath. To rear chicks right 
time incubator and brooder are nec- 
essary, (cost about £10.) Mate fowls 
in May and start collecting eggs 
middle of June. Set machine first 
July. If pure bred eggs won't fill 
machine, fill with barndoors. Con- 
tinue batching till end of October, 
and early cockerel culls will be ready 
for Christmas market, which gives 
some return quickly. Pullets will 
1 lay when eggs are dear. Cull 
■dy and only keep healthy birds. 
In twelve months' time farmer will 
have a nice flock of pure bred stock, 
and next season can cull all barn- 
doors and only keep pure breds, 
which will pay better than mongrels 
and soon return extra outlay." 
Hurrying up spring chickens for 
iristmas market reads like a joke.
